rhe Emperor's Letter to the Ketiring 
Chancellor on Accepting the Resigna- 
tion—W hat the Press Has to Say. 


Beriin, March 20.—A special edition of the 
Riech Sanzeiger contains the imperial rescripts, 
sordially thanking Prince Bismarck for his 
services and appointing him duke of Lanen- 
barg, colonel-general of cavalry, and field- 
marshal-general; also appointing Count Her- 
bert Bismarck interim minister of foreign 
affairs, and General Von Caprivi chancellor and 
president of the Prussian ministry. 

Prince Bismarck has made arrangements to 
‘eacate the palace of the chancellor at an early 


e Lueanus, chief of the civil cabinet, ac- 
sompanied by General Hannke, formally 
waited upon Prince Bismarck this afternoon 
and presented the emperor's acceptance of his 


resignation. 
WHAT THE PAPERS SAY. 

The Vossiche Zeitung says that tension has 
been brought toa climax by the fact that the 
destinies of Europe have been suddenly de- 
prived oftheir axis. Prince Bismarck was a 
guarantee of peace. History will preserve the 
memory of his services in the cause of peace. 
His successor will be compelled to imme- 
diately deal with the question of a reduction of 
the military burden in the interests of peace. 

The Nation witnesses the retirement of 
Prince Bismarck with regret, but without 
anxiety, hoping that his life will still be long 
and happy and that he wiil be able to follow 
the development of the country. 

The North German Gazette, Prince Bis- 
marek’s organ, gives prominence to the 
announcement that General Von Caprivi has 
succeeded Prince Bismarck as chancellor. It 
also gives equal prominence to the report that 
the general will succeed Prince Bismarck as 
president of the Prussian ministerial council. 

The Gazette denies that Princo Bismarck’s 
resignation was in any way connected with 
differences between the emperor and himself 
on labor questions. It was mainly due, the 
paper says, to constitutional questions—such as 
the limits of ministerial responsibility and the 
relations of the president of the Prussian min-. 
istry with his colleagues. 

The Gazette says that Prince Bismarck 
never opposed the labor conference in the 
staatsrath, but that, on the contrary, it was at 
his suggestion that the conference was initi- 
ated and that the staatsrath's assistance was 
asked to consider the labor question. 

The National Gazette says that the emperor, 
in a long letter to Prince Bismarck, extols his 
services to the state and 6xpresses profound 
personal gratitude. 

The Kreuz Zeitung says that General Von 
Caprivi has returned to Hanover, and that he 
accepted the chancellorship after two weeks 
negotiations. 

The National Gazette, referring to Prince 
Bismarck’s remarks to Signor Boccoradi, one 
of the Italian delegates to the labor confer- 
ence, that the paths of Italy and Germany 
would be identical in the future, as they had 
been in the past, says that observation may 
conlidenily be applied to the German foreign 
policy generally. 

The appointment of General Von Caprivi to 
succeed Prince Bismarck, the paper says, has 
nothing of a threatening character. It calls 
attention to the fact that the duke of Welling- 
ton was at one time prime minister of Great 
and declares that German generals 
appreciate the blessings of peace no less than 
other Gormans in responsible positions. 

Jules Simon had a long talk today with Lm- 
peror William. At the close of the interview 
the emperor presented M. Simon witha deco- 
ration of the order of Red Eagle, It is report- 
ed that in the course of the conversation the 
French statesman broached the subject of the 
neutralizatiou of Alsace-Lorraine, and the em- 
peror replied that it was never too early to dis- 
cuss a question that cancerned the friendly re- 
lations existing between Germany and France. 

In the first rescript, the emperor says that 
acceding to the request made on the 18th in- 
stant, he grants Prince Bismarck permission 
to retire, hoping confidently that the father- 
land will profit in the future, as it has profited 
in the past, by his counsel, energy and faithful 
devotion. The emperor says he had hoped 
that the necessity would not arise for Bis- 
marck to thiak of separation during his life- 
time. Heregarded it as the most providen- 
tial dispensation of his life that on several oc- 
casions he has held Prince’ Bismarck 
by his side. What the prince has 
achieved ifor Prussia and Germany. 
and what the prince has been to him and the 
house of his predecessors, he will ever pre- 
serve in greateful remembrance. Bismarck’s 
wise and energetic policy of peace, by which 
the emperor is resolved to be guided in the 
future, being fully convinced of its correct- 
ness will always be remembered abroad, and 
deserves recognition. Itis not in the empe- 
ror’s power to reward Bismarck for his ser- 
vices, but as a sign .of his lasting thanks, 
he confers upon him the dignity of 
duke of Sauenberg and presents him witha 
life-size oil painting of himself. 

In the second rescript, the emperor thanks 
Bismarck as a military leader, for his invalua- 
ble servicesin the army @tring the time of 
William I. and to the present day, adding that 
he knows he will be alone with the army by 
retaining Bismarck in the highest rank by ap- 
pointing him field marshal-general and colo- 
nel-general of cavalry. 

In the first rescript the emperor addresses 
Bismarck as ‘‘My Dear Prince.’’ and says with 
oer emotion: 

I have seen from your entreaty of the 18th that 
you are determined to retire from the office you 

1ave occupied forso many years with snch in- 
comparable success. Obliged to familiarize my- 
self with the thoughtof parting, I doit certainly 
with an afflicted heart, but with the firm 
hope that a compliance with your request 
will contribute to sparing and saving your life 
and powers, which the fatherland cannot replace, 
as long as possible. The motives _ advance for 
your determitfiation convince me that any further 
attempts to induce you to Withdraw your request 
would have no chance of success. Therefore, I re- 
spond to your wish.” 

The rescript concludes as follows: 

God bless you, my dear prince, and nt you 
many yeats of untroubled old age, brightened by 
a consciousness of duty truly fulfilled. With 
these sentiments l remain now and also in the 
future, yours truly, obliged and grateful

WHAT A CLASSMATE THINKS. 

Meyer Freessinge, candidate for the reichstag 
in the first division of Berlin, in a speech to 
electors today, said that General Von Caprivi 
was a former schoolmate of his. The new 
chancellor, he said, was a free conservative, 
but would deal fairly with views opposed to 
his own, and would be willing to discuss mat- 
ters in an attitude to which the opposition had 
hitherto been unaccustomed. 

The National Fertung notes that the com- 
templated military reforms in connection with 
the one year volunteer service, the procedure 
of militaty courts and the reduction of the in- 
fantry service, were all proposed by the radi- 
cals at the last session of the reichstag. + 

Prince Bismarck’s acceptation of tne duke- 
dom, the offer of which from Emperor Will- 
iam I. he repeatedly declined, has caused a 
surprise. 

It is learned that Delahayne tendered his 
resignation as a delegate to the labor confer- 
ence, because of adifference with Jules Simon. 
The dispute between the two French represent- 
atives has now been settled and Delahayne has 
Withdrawn his resignation. 

THEY DECLINED THE DUKEDOM. 

Lonpon, March 20.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Daily News says: Bismarck will 
probably decline the dukedom, although the 
delay in delivering the rescripts arose 
fact that there 
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tions to be conferred. 
the emperor also wanted to rant 
an honorary donation to the retiring minister. 
I hear that General Von Caprivi’s preimier- 
Ship is temporary, the intention being to com- 
bine this oftice with the foreign secretaryship. 
Count Herbert Bismarck will probably be ap- 
pointed ambassador to St. Petersburg or 
Canstantinople. Caprivi was at one time ex- 
pected to succeed Count Vou Moltke. 

The Standard’s Berlin correspondent says: 
Besides coinprising military and naval knowl- 
edge, Caprivi is well versed in modern lan- 
guages, history and political science. While 
chief of the admiralty he showed greataversion 
to semi official papess. This leads the liberals 
to believe that a thorough change of relations 
between the governinent and press may be ex- 
pected. All German ambassadors have been 
summoned to Berlin to make the acquaintance 
of and consult with the new chancellor. 

A Times Berlin dispatch says: ‘A remark- 
abte feature of the crisis is that there has been 
no organized effort of public opinion to induce 
Bismarck to stay in office. This may be at- 
tributed to the fact that his countrymen were 
convinced of the hopelessness of trying to in- 
duce him to change his mind. Moreover, they 
felt that he merited the rest, and they know 
that they were blessed with an emperor who 
is pledged to continue the foreign policy which 
has secured peace to Germany for twenty 
years. 

A GLOOMY VIEW. 

St. Petenspura, March 20.—The Novosti 
today publishes another article on the retire- 
ment of Prince Bismarck from the German 
chanceliorship. The paper takes a pessimistic 
view of the situation which will result from 
the chancellor’s resignation, and declares that 
the solitary support of the edifice of European 
peace has crumbied. 


THINKS THERE’S TROUBLE AHEAD, 


A Correspondent Predicts War Between 
Germany and France. 

Detroit, Michigan, March 20.— The Journal 
has the following special: 

Lonpon, March 20.—Is the peace of Europe 
to be involved by the resignaticen of Bismarck ? 
This is now an absorbing question. Those 
versed in European affairs have foreseen as 
inevitable this step, but its effectis a different 
matter. The iron chancellor held the will of 
the grandfather of Emperor William in the 
hollow of his hand. With him Buismarck’s 
word was law. Whether under the hostile 
influence of his empress and her party, the 
invalid Emperor Frederick would have 
changed this, cannot be conjectured. sut it 
was the gossip of Europe that the present 
young emperor, before his accession, had as his 
intimates a clique headed by Count Von 
Waldersee, known to be inimical to Bismarck, 
and which was regarded as a warlike party. 
In this feeling all of Europe nervously shares. 
To this feeling it required repeated pacific ut- 
terances on the part of the youung emperor, 
and the apparant continuance of Bismarck in 
his position. But the most significant thing 
was the elevation of Count Von Waidersee to 
a high position in the army and one ciose to 
the emperor, The continued pacific tone of 
the new ruler finally calmed*Europe, at least 
to the belief that war’ was not immediately 
inevitable, but at the same time both Germany 
and France wenton with the perfection of 
their armament and increase of their 
armies and while talking peace and quietness 
the young emperor showed his thoroughly 
warlike tendencies by his intense interest in 
his immense armies and personal participation 
in their measures. 

THE RUPTURE WAS UNAVOIDABLE. 

But from time to time several things have 
leaked out which indicate that there would no 
doubt have been a rupture jong before between 
Emperor William and Bismarck, but for two 
deterent conditions. First, the chancellor re- 
garded himself and was regarded as the crea- 
tor of the empire. Second, the burden of the 
debt of gratitude of the Hohenzollern family 
to Bismarck rested heavy on the young em- 
peror and he could not afford an issue with the 
chancellor too soon, as it might place him in 
an unpleasant position before his subjects. 

In the meantime young William, filled 
with exalted ambitions, determined to 
occupy the position of the central 
figure in Germany. There has been much 
in his actions to make _ the _ surety 
that he would bea second Frederick the Great. 
Having this figure presented before his am- 
bitious eye, he is filled with enthusiasm to 
work good as well as great things, and before 
him is unfolded a field of the richest, rarest 
and most abundant opportunities in the con- 
dition of oppressed Jabor. Whether this last 
move has met the bitterest opposition of Bis- 
marck, and led to his resignation, cannot be 
told. Whether this action is clearly and 
purely out of his own erratic fancy or not, is 
difficult to say. Certain it is, no ruler ever 
took as bold a step with more apparent 
thoughtlessness. 

WAITING FOR THE NEXT MOVE. 

It is no wonder that the iron chancellor 
shook the dust of the court from his sandals, 
and, followed by his son, sulks with many dire 
predictions in his camp, while the rest of 
royal Europe stands aghast at the sight of this 
rash young man playing with fire-brands, 
For in interference with labor can be seen 
nothing else than the encouragement of social 
disturbances involving the worst results. With 
socialism rampant, with anarchy, with nihil- 
ism in the very air he breathes, would be in- 
carnation, in the position of everything antag- 
onistic to such sentiments—stand to offer them 
his knee by which to mount to his throat? 
This is what the employing classes see in his 
dangerous movement. This is what Bismarck 
sees. As for the laboring classes, they will 
surely take advantage of his move, but it will 
be to the emperor’s cost. 

Meanwhile with Bismarck out, the peace of 
Europe isin the hands of this rash young 
ruler. With France and Germany, each like 
dogs, separated only by a frail barrier, regard- 
ing each other with sullen eyes—and while 
augmenting gradually their already enormous 
armies, and with them their burden of taxa- 
tion until each army now represents quite 
three million men—while the financial burden 
is fast approaching the limit 6f ability of even 
those frugal people to bear up under. 

The question is, will these immense arma- 
ments be peacefully discontinued, or will war 
ensue asa solution? Which will succeed, and 
what will be the effect on the map of Europe ? 

A PREDICTION OF WAR. 

To the first question, emphatically yes. 
There will be war, and thé question is whio 
will win—France or Germany? The casual 
observer is liable to promptly say Germany. 
Be not too sure of this. What the French 
soldiers did in Europe under Napoleon the 
Great indicates what their rank and file were. 
There is nothing in their defeat in 1870 to cast 
one shadow upon their glorious courage. Be 
assured it was bad generalship and corruption 
that had to do with French defeat. High ex- 
plosives,§smokeless powder, magazine guns, 
military railways, electricity, all make war a 
different thing now. 

It is safe to predict a future war—for war 
there will be. It will be short and unsanguin- 
ary. What kaleidescopic changes it will make 
on the map of pe is beyond the ken of 
man. England is jealous of Austria; jealous 
of the power of Germany. England is worried 
at certain uneasiness in India, whose Sepoy 

ple are held subject by bribery and a mere 
handful of troops, but who are being educatéd 
to the faith. There is in this situation only 
food for eontemplation and conjecture. There 
are squalls ahead. There are clouds upon the 
horison whose shadow is now spreading over 
Europe like a sombre pall.

COUNTING THE PEOPLE. 


SOME OF THE QUESTIONS WHICH 
THEY WiLl BE ASKED. 
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UNDER THE PENALTY OF A FINE. 


The Kind of Men Who Are Wanted for Enu- 
merators—When They Are to Start 
Work—Other Notes. 


WasHineton,; March 20.- [Special.]—Ev- 
erything is now ready at the census depart- 
ment to begin counting the people of the 
United States. 

The manner of getting at the number of 
people will be very simple. A supervisor has 
charge of each district. He appoints the 
enumerators, subdivides the districts, and is 
responsible for their zeal and accuracy. No 
enumerator is to look after a subdivision of 
more than 4,000, and he‘must be a resident of 
the subdivision and personally familiar with a 
great number of the people. : 

The enumeraters are to start out on Monday, 
June 2. Those in cities of more than 10,000 
inhabitants must finish in two weeks, while 
those in the country are given a month. These 
men will make from S50 to $100 each. 

THE QUESTIONS TO BE ASKED. 

Here is the list of questions to be asked. 
With these the enumerator must go to each 
family and get answers to a]] the questions: 

1. Give Christian name in full, and initial of 
middie name, surname. 

2. Whether a soldier, sailor or marine during 
the civil war (United States or confederate) or 
widow of such person. 

3. Relationship to head of family. 

4. Whether white or black, mulatto, quadroon, 
octoroon, Chinese, Japanese or Indian. 

5. Sex. 

6. Age at nearest birthday. 
sive age in months. 

7. Whether single, married, widowed or divorced. 

8. Whether married during the census year (June 
1, 1889, to May 31, 1890.) 

9. Mother of how many children, and number of 
these children living. 

10. Place of birth.

11. Place of birth of father. 

12. Place of birth of mother. 

13. Number of years in the Hnited States. 

i4. Whether naturalized. 

5. Whether naturalizrtion papers have been 
taken out. * 

16. Profession, trade or occupation.

If any one refuses to answer these questions, 
except, perhaps, as toage in case of females, 
they are liable to a fine of $100.

PLUMMER’S ASSIGNMENT. 


The Liabilities Said to Be Over a Million 
Dollars. 

New York, March 20.—An amended deed 
of assignment in the failure of John F. Plum- 
mer was filed in the county clerk’s oftice this 
morning, but it does not differ in any im- 
portant particular from that filed yesterday 
afternoon. The assignee, Jeremiah P. 
Murphy, said this morning that he 
has hoped to continue the business 
without interruption, but this he found to be 
impossible, because the affairs of the firm 
were somewhat complicated, therefore, it 
would be necesary to make a thorough investi- 
gation tofind out their exact condition. As 
soon as thisis accomplished, he will call a 
meeting of creditors and the statement will 
be laid before them. The liabilities would 
probably foot about $1,000,000, and assets 
would exceed this sum by about $100,000. 


THE METHODIST UNIVERSITY. 


Bluffton, Alabama, Secures the Location of 
the Institution. 


TECUMSEH, Ala., March 20.—Bluffton, Ala- 
bam, makes the munificient gift of $500,000 to 
the Methodist Episcopal church for the loca- 
tion of the educational institution known as 
the University of the Southland. Rey. C. L. 
Mann, D. D., who has it in charge, says that 
$1,500,000 will be expended on the main build- 
ing, Which will be 300 feet by 300 feet and 
seven stories in height, with an inner court 200 
feet square. The material to be used is white 
marble granite and sandstone. Ground will 
be broken April 15th, and work on the build- 
ing pushed rapidly. 


A Young Lady’s Suicide. 


JOLI#T, Ills., March 20.—Miss Jessie White, 
the nineteen-year-old daughter of James S. 
White, an old resident, cominitted suicide last 
evening in @ most sensational manner. She 
drove in a buggy up and down Chicago street 
several times, bowing and smiling to acquaint- 
ances. Finally, when nearly in front of the 
hotel she stopped the horse, drew a revolver 
from a box and shot herself through the heart. 
Several gentlemen rushed to the carriage just 
in time to catch her body as it was falling into 
the street, Itis believed that the young lady 
was demented, as a result ofa long series of 
persecutions at the handsof an anonymous and 
scurrilous letter-writer, who has been annoy- 
ing her for three years, and who has remained 
undiscovered. 

An Artist’s Crime. 


Kansas City, Mo., March 20.—A Times 
St. Joseph, Mo., special says: Fred Jones, 
aged nineteen years, a crayon artist, was ar- 
rested today for counterfeiting United States 
$5 treasury notes. Jones’s method of counter- 
feiting was peculiar. He used no dyes, but 
made crayou copies of genuine notes. The 
counterfeits are pronounced by officers to be 
exceptionally deceptive.

| ~BLAIR DEFEATED. 


His LONG SPEECH KILLED HIS 
BItL 


AND IT IS DEAD BEYOND HOPE. 


The Republican Vote Against It Larger Than 
“Ever Before—Another Democrat Ex- 
pelled from the House. 


WasniIncton, March 20.—{Special.}—This 
has been a sad day for poor old ‘“‘Grandma”’ 
Biair. 

The educational bill was buried beneath the 
cold, cold sod by his colleagues in the senate. 

The vote stood 36 to 32 against the bill. How- 
over, when Blair saw his bill had been buried, 
he changed his vote from aye to no, in order to 
move a reconsideration. He will, perhaps 
make this motion tomorrow, but there is no 
chance for him now, for every member of the 
senate was either paired or voted. There was 
notasingle name unaccounted for. Senator 
CéMyuitt voted for the bill while Senator 
Brown was paired in favorof it. Both Ten- 
nesgee senators voted against the bill, as did 
the Arkansas and Texas men. The South 
Carolina, Alabama and Mississippi senators 
were divided, Senators Hampton, Pugh and 
George voting for the bill. Senator Pasco, of 
Fiorida and the two Virginia senators also 
voted forit. The republican vote against the 
bill was larger than ever before. 

THE DEBATE. 

On motion of Senator Ingalls, the educa- 
tional bill was taken up at 1 o’clock as unfin- 
ished business. 

Mr. Blair resented the motion as an inter- 
ference, without reference to himself or any 
consultation whatever, byone who was not in 
charge of unfinished business. He said that 
he “would take notice and govern himself ac- 
cordingly.”’ 

SENATOR BATE SPEAKS. 

Mr, Bate alluded to some remarks of Mr. 
Blair (in his opening speech on the bill) that 
reflected on the state of Tennessee as a lag- 
gard in regard to her educational interests, 
and asserted that Tennessee was not a lag- 
gard; did not stand in rear, but occupieda 
place in the front rank _ abreast, 
not only of the times, but of her 
sisters in the union. He said that he had lis- 
tened patiently and politely to speeches for 
five or six days, but that he had then grown 
weary and sought refuge in the house of rep- 
resentatives, and that it was then that the re- 
marks to which he took objection were made. 
His colleague (Mr. Harris) had also retired to 
the cloak rcom. That was in explanation of 
the remarks not being replied to at the time. 
He went on to refute the statement made by 
Mr. Blair and to show the liberal provision 
which the state of Tennessee had made for 
common schoo! education, and for colleges and 
universities. 

In the course of his remarks, he spoke of the 
letter of School Superintendent Moses, of 
North Carolina (on which Mr. Blair had relied 
for his statement) as untrue and slanderous. 

Coming to speak of the bill itself, he opposed 
it because it would cause the people to rely on 
the federal treasury for the support and man- 

ement of public schools. The head of the 
intetior department would, fe~satd;--di 
national funds under fmational laws, and 
having the keys of a hundred thousand school 
houses hangmg at his’ girdle, that 
girdle would become as potent in politics as 
the sceptre of any crowned head. School 
patronage would be used in political campaigns 
of partisan demagogues. The tendency of the 
bill wasdangerous. Itfascinated and charmed 
but it destroyed. It wooed to destruction as 
the siren of Capris. It would lead to despot- 
ism. It was a dagger behind a smile—a ser- 
pent coiled beneath the rose. 

BLAIR APOLOGIZES TO INGALLS. 

Mr. Blair rose to close the debate. He apol- 
ogized to Mr. Ingalls for the heated remark 
which he had made today when that senator 
submitted a motion which was unusual, but he 
now understood that that motion had not been 
made from an unfriendly feeling to him (Mr. 
Blair) crtothe bill. He did not desire to 
avail himself of the agreement that he 
| was to occupy an hour in closing the 
debate, but was willing to submit 
the. matter without further discussion. 
He desired that the question, which was one 
between the children of the country and the 
country itself, should be decided on its merits. 
He asked for a vote en the bill and the pend- 
ing amendment. Mr. Hawley suggested that 
the senators had expected*that the debate was 
not closed till 3 o’clock, and that, therefore, 
the vote should not be taken before that hour. 

BLAIR READS AN ESSAY. 

Mr. Blair recognized the propriety of the 
suggestion, aud set to work to fill up the time 
by reading an essay which he had prepared, on 
the general subject of the bill.

THE TREMBLING TORIES. 


Lord Salisbury Addresses a Meeting in 
London. 

Lonpon, March 20.—A meeting of consery- 
ative members of parliament, called by Lord 
Salisbury, was held at the Carlton club house 
today. Lord Salisbury made an address in 
which he said he regretted the slow progress 
of business in the house of commons. The 
government, he declared, was compelled to 
deal with obstructions of the most determined 
kind. He trusted that every supporter of the 
government, at whatever cost to his personal 
convenience, would give unremitting atten- 
tion to his parliamentary duties. The tithes 
bill and Jand purchase bill were of paramount 
importance. The tithes bill must pass its sec- 
ond reading before the Easter recess.

He declared 
that the new Irish bill would secure the pos- 
session of landlords to ee ey: 

Lord Salisbury also exp the hope that 
the difficulty with the United States over the 
Behring sea question would be settled soon, 
but, he said, with such a susceptible a nation 
as erica, Great Britain cannot negotiate at 
the topof her voice. This remark was greeted 
with loud laughter.

| DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


LARGE CONFLAGRATION IN A JACK« 
SONVILLE SUBURB. 


SEVENTEEN HOUSES DESTROYED. 


The Firemen Have a Hard Time in Checking 
the Flames—The Losses and Insurance 
-—Other Casualties. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 20.—A disas- 
trous fire at3o’clock this morning destroyed 
two blocks of buildings in Lavilla, a suburb, 
and a boarding house in the city proper, caus- 
ing a loss of nearly $125,000. The first alarm 
was sounded at 2:10 for a firein the immense 
store and warehouse, comprising half a block, 
owned and occupied by Henry Lillienthal as a 
dry goods, grocery, wine and liquor store on 
Clay and Bridge streets. In an instant the en- 
tire block was in fiames. A rising wind faned 
the flames and in a few minutes the roofs of 


the surrounding buildings were in a blaze in @ 
dozen places. 

At a quarter to3o’clock the flames leaped 
across Bridge street to a one-story wooden 
Structure, owned and occupied by C. M. Con- 
roy as a wine and liquor store. It was a mass 
of flames inside of three minutes, and in half 
an hour nothing was left of it. J. E. Bowden's 
new bathhouse was of brick, and stood on 
Bridge street, within two feet of Lillenthal’s. 
The flames attacked the pine window casings 
of the north side at just 2:30 o’clock. A po- 
liceman burst in the front door and awakened 
the watchman sleeping within. He rushed 
down stairs in his shirt and drawers, and be- 
fore he could finish dressing, the entire build- 
ing was filled with smoke. An attempt was 
made to get a streain on the outside, but with 
little snecess. Five minutes later it was plain 
that the bathhouse was doomed, 

At 3 o’clock the Coloseum was one mass of 
flames, so dense that its shape even could not 
be recognized. Next to the Conroy store on the 
south, was another brick building, also the 
property of Lillienthal. It was occupied by 
Marvin's meat market and Mazyck’s cigar fac- 
tory. It wasa pile of brick and ashes at ten 
minutes past three. 

THE FLAMES STREAD. 
At 3 o’clock the wind carried the flames across 
Adams street to the northeast corner of the in- 
tersection with Bridge street. A low wooden 
structure first burned; then a small house be- 
longing to Porcher and Engle succumbed to 
the flames almost before the occupants could 
get their furniture out. Next to this wasa 
large wooden structure formerly known ag 
‘‘The Alpine,’’ an apartmont hotel or board- 
inghouse. his caught fire on the 
upper balcony. From house to house the 
fire kept leaping until every one on the other 
side of Adams, between Clay and Bridge 
streets, had been reduced to ashes. 

By heroic efforts the firemen succeeded in 
checking the fire at 4:30 o’clock, so that the 
row of houses onthe southside of Monroe 
street wassaved. The department was handi- 
capped by not having enough trained men 
for so large a fire, but the men, however, did 
noble work under the great disadvantages. 
They undoubtedly saved at least two addi- 
tional blocks from destruction. 

The scene at half-past four o’clock was @ 
desolate one. Nothing was standing from thr 
bath house, uertheasterly to the southeast 
corner of Clay and Bridge streets. Forseyeral 
blocks on all sides, lurniture from a hundred 
deserted houses was piled in the streets or 
scattered about in yards, while the unfortunate 
owners stood around in all variety of undress, 
bewailing their misfortune. 

At 4:30 o’clock, the Elgin house, corner of 
Julia aiid Ashley streets, was destroyed, the 
roof catching from the first fire. The house 
was badly gutted. It was owned and occupied 
by E. H. Algerasa boarding house. It waa 
three stories high and valued at about $4,000. 
Mr. Alger’s insurance on the house and furni- 
ture is $3,500. 

THE LOSSES AND INSURANCE. 

The losses and insurance, as nearly as could 
be ascertained this morning, are as follows: 

Henry Lillienthal, one brick store, loss $13,- 
000, insurance $5,000; on wooden store, loss 
$7,000, insurance $4,000; on brick store on 
west side of Bridge street, loss not estimated, 
insurance $6,000. 

F. W. C. Henman, furniture in Lillienthal 
block, loss heavy, insurance light. 

J. EB. FT. Rowden, loss on bathhouse $15,000, 
insurance $5,000. 

The Alpine, loss about $8,000, no iusurance. 
The other fonr houses on Adams street were 
fully insured. 

The losses on the Conroy store and stock 
were not learned, but it is said that they were 
insured. Other losses and insurance were 
very indefinite, but in all probability the ag- 
gregate loss will reach $125,000. No lives 
were lost, but in nearly all cases tenants es- 
caped in their night clothes, losing their all.

The facts of the shooting are as 
follows: The negro got on the train at Bay 
Minette, and after it had proceeded a short 
distance Conductor McCurdy passed through 
and called upon him for his fare. The negro 
dispnted the amount of the fare, which led to 
some words and ended by the negro drawing 
his pistol and firing at McCurdy. The 
ball struck him just below the 
right nipple, and entirely 
through the y- When Mr. McCurdy saw 
the negro attempt to draw his weapon, he put 
his hand in his pocket for his pistol, and as the 
negro fired he also fired, the shot striking the 
negroin the head.

TIRED OF LiFL. 


He Committed Suicide By Taking a Heavy 
Dose of Morphine—Improvement of 
the Columbus Dummy Line. 


Cotumevs, Ga., March 20.—[Special.}—Mr. 
B. F. McEachern, a son of ex-Alderman E. H. 
McEachern, died at the Columbus iceworks at 
7 o’clock this morning. 

Mr. McEachern was a popular young man, 
twenty-four years of age, and was a clerk at 
the iceworks. 

He occupied a room in the second story of 
the iceworks, in order that he might be on 
hand early every morning to superintend the 
starting of the work. He took his meals at 
his father’s home, 1447 First avenue. 

He is usually up very early, but this morn- 
ing he did not make his appearance when the 
work began. His father, who is the superin- 
tendent of the factory, was there at the usual 
hour, and noticing his son’s absence, and think- 
ing he was oversleeping himself, sent upto the 
room to have him awakened. He sent a negro 
man who discovered that the young man was 
lying in bed, evidently suffering, and appar- 
ently in a dying condition. Hisfather was no- 
tified and was quickly at his son’s bedside. 
Physicians were summoned and Drs. Sims and 
Sims soon.arrived. | 

A hasty examination showed that the young 
man had taken poison, and every effort to 
counteract its effect was made, but in fifteen 
minutes after the drrival of the physicians he 
breathed his last. A bottle bearing the drug 
label of Dr. W. F. Gann was found on a table 
near the bedside, and showed that he had taken 
morphine. 

The blow to his father and mother was a terri- 
blefone. They perfectly idolized him, and in 
the constant busiuess companionship of father 
and son, a fecling of kindness and considera- 
tion of one for the other and an exhibition of 
tenderness and loye was noticeable at all 
times. 

No reason why the voung man should have 
taken his life is apparent. He was not in- 
volved in trouble of any kind, and the cause 
for the rash act is a mystery, unless it be at 
tributed to his health, which he complained 
was declining. 

Undertaker Herring took charge of the body, 
and the funeral will take place from the resi- 
dence of Mr. E. H. McKEachern, 1447 First 
avenue, tomorrow morning.

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AND THE CASE WitlL GO TO THE 
JURY TODAY, 


Colonel Hall Introduces His Defense, and 
Closes the Case-—The Argument to 
Begin Today. 


Macon, Ga., March 20.—[Special.]}—The ex- 
amination of witnesses in the Hall case was 
concluded today at noon. 

The defense begun their testimony for the 
morning by introducing Mr. J. D. Crawford, 
proprietor of the Hotel Lanier, to testify re- 
garding the satchel in which the negro Ham- 
ilton swore he put the deed belonging 
to Judge Goodwin.

The prosecution thought the point of 
no consequence, and were perfectly willing to 
concede the point. 

THE TESTIMONY OFFERED. 

The defense then offered Mr. Hamp Peter- 
son, owner of large milling interests in that 
section.

A MACON POLICEMAN’S PISTOL 


Is Fired at a Mad Dog, but Hits a Horse 
Instead. 


Macon, Ga,, March 20.—[Special.]—Early 
this morning the cry of ‘‘mad dog’”’ was heard 
near the city hall, and in a few moments a 
hundred or more boys were running after a 
small setter dog, and shouting at the top of 
their voices.

Half a mile from 
Blount’s residence, near the edge of a lonely 
strip of wood, Mosely had dug a pit seven feet 
long, three deep and two wide, boxed it in 
with boards, and was near by in wait for her. 

THE ASSAULT AND STRUGGLE. 

When passing by he sprang upon her from 
behind and threw his arms around her. A 
fearful struggle followed, and she defeated his 
purpose. Then he pushed herin the pit and 
covered it with boards, which he nailed down, 
and over the top laid sills and leaves and sticks 
to hide the place. <A piece of old stovepipe 
was put through the top to let in the air.

Fruit Displacing Cotton in

ALBANY, Ga., March 20.—[Special.]—A 
great change is pending in the agricultural in- 
terests of southwest Georgia. An unusually 
large acreage has been planted in cotton this 
season. Already the farmers: are having 
trouble with their hands. Upon many of the 
places the farmers have lost a number of their 
laborers. After making contracts for the 
year, allured by the prospects of large 
pay in the employ of corporations, 
which are rapidly building up the south, they, 
without warning throw down their hoes and 
silently steal away to more remunerative fields 
of labor. This year there will be trouble in se- 
curing a sufficiency of help to tend and gather 
the crop. Another year it will be worse, and 
the acreage in the staple will be decreased. 

FRUIT AND GRAIN TO THE FRONT. 

Fruit and grain culture will largely take the 
place of cotton planting. Other crops that re- 
quire less labor will absorb the attention of the 
land owners. Asin Ireland, where the emerald 
fields reclaimed from the plough are devoted 
to stock raising, so will the fertile soil.of south- 
west Georgia gradually be utilized. If the 
land of Erin can be profitably devoted to this 
industry, much more so could the cheaper soil 
of this section be utilized. The labor is gradu- 
ally being drawn from the cotton fieids, other 
culture must take its place.

president Polk Advocates a Change in the

The National Alliance which convened 


- Wednesday morning, concluded its delibera- 


tions yesterday afternoon, and adjourned. 

On separating the delegates all expressed 
themselves as greatly pleased with the werk 
which had been accomplished, and they also 
felt that the good effects of the work which 
was mapped out to be accomplished would be 
felt, {not only by the alliancemen, but by 
every farmer in the south. 

One of the pleasant recollections which the 
delegates to the convention carried away with 
them, was there meeting with Governor Gor- 
don. On Wednesday evening the governor, in 
response to an invitation which was tendered 
him,’ appeared before the convention and 
spoke for two hours on financial subjects. His 
words had a great effect, and the action 
taken yesterday by the convention, showed 
plainly the influence of his eloquence. 

Yesterday's Action. 

After the convention adjourned, the press 
vommittee gave out the following resolutions 
relating to the compound lard bill now before 
Congress , 

Resvlved, That the representatives of the cot- 
ton states. here assembled, do assert that the com- 
pound lard bill now pending in cougress 18 un- 
wise, special, and class legislation, and will in- 
crease the burdens of one class of producers and 
only benefits a monopoly that by no means manus 
factures a pure article of hog’s lard, and members 
pf congress are hereby most respectfully and 
earnestly ;equested to oppose the passage of said 
gneasure.

It was also resolved that the above resolu- 
tion pertaining to national legislation on the 
compound lard bill shall be printed in the 
National Economist and be placed on the 
cesk of cach senator and representative. 

The action taken in regard to the manufac- 
tnre of cotton bagging resulted in the follow- 
sng ; 

Kesolved, That onr president, L. L. Polk, be in- 
structed to assure the brethren in the cotton 
states that the outleck for the manufacture and

Resolved, That the state presidents of each al- 
liance or union be requested to aSsist in every pos- 
Bible way, J. F. Tillman, the national crop stati- 
cian, in securing accurate crop reports. 

President Polk Talks. 

Although the convention adjourned at one 
o'clock, President Polk and a few of the other 
delegates found it impossible to leave for their 
homes before today. 

All those who remained gver night in the 
city congregated at the Markham, and freely 
discussed what had been accomplished. Pres- 
jdent Polk was the life of the party. 

‘“‘The results of this convention,’’ he said 
when questioned, ‘‘will be good. An excel- 
lent effect will be produced not only for the 
alliance but throughout the south. We trans- 
acted some very important business and the 
delegates were perfectly harmonious. In fact 
I neyer saw more unity, and in that respect 
they perfectly represented the alliance senti- 
ment of the entire country, for there never 
was atime when we were more thoroughly 
united than we are teday.”’ 

‘*‘Will the Liverpool cotton exchange grant 
the reduction in the tare which the alliance 
cemands ?”’ 

“Tt certainly will not. Until the Liverpool 
exchange is convinced that the southern 
farmer is in earnest, nothing can be done. It 
can’t be accomplished by diplomacy or ap- 
peals, or anything of that sort, but we will 
succeed in the end.” 

“Did the convention take any action to 
force the Liverpool cotton exchange-to ac- 
quiess ?”’ 

“That I won’t talk about, but I will say that 
this tare and bagging question will lead ulti- 
mately tothe adoption of a bale of Juniform 
weight. It willbe a small but compact bale 
and therefore all the present waste will be 
avoided and the-possibility of getting dirt into 
cotton will also be obviated. By putting it up 
in packages which one man can handle, every- 
body will be benefitted. It will also be much 
easier to store it in the holds of ships. 

‘‘We believe that inthe end it will lead to the 
cotton being wrapped in wire, instead of the 
heavy, bungling tie nowin use. I don’t hesi- 
tate to say that but for the expense of chang- 
ing the present compresses the system would 
go into effect this year. It will certainly be 
an immense saving to the farmer and also to 
the manufacturer by keeping the 
dirt out of the machinery and 
by making the farmer more particular in 
the classification and care of his.cotton. There 
is no product with so much waste between the 
harvest and the consumer as cotton.”’ 

THE EXPOSITION. 

In speaking of the coming Piedmont exposi- 
tion President Polk said: 

‘‘T am glad to see that so much is being done 
to make the exposition a success. I under- 
stand that three days are to be devoted to a 
chrysanthimum show and I think that one of 
those days should be devoted to memorial ex- 
ercises in honor of Henry W. Grady. People 
come from far and wide’ to take part, and con- 
sidering Mr. Grady’s love of flowers I think 
that nothing could be more appropriate.”’ 

THE CITY’S VEINS. 


What Mr. Langford Has to Say About the 
Sewer Question. 

Mr: John Langford is weil up on the sewer 
question. He has superintended the construc- 
tion of many of the sewers, and knows all 
the underground connections. He said yes- 
terday to a reporter: 

‘“‘What I want to sec is a full statement of 
this sewer business, so that the people can un- 
derstand it. I have never seen it presented in 
such a way.that the people can understand 
what théy are about. —ENow I know more 
about these sewers than anybody except the 
city engineer, and I Know more about their 
actual construction than he does, for I have 
Buperintended the mechanical construction of 
many of them. Take that fourth ward sewer, 
for instance. That sewer—which is a rain 
water sewer—empties into the Butler strect 
branch. About eighteen inches beneath it is 
the sanitary sewer. Thereis a hole made in 
the rain sewer throvgh to the sanitary 
Rewer, and the sanitary sewage drops 
through into this sanitary sewer. 
This works all right, until the 
rain sewer becomes a little bit flooded, and 
then this sanitary sewer fails to carry off its 
part of the sewage and all this filth pours 
rightdown the rain sewer into the branch. 
This sanitary sewage gets inito the rain sewers 
whenever ihere is a heavy rain, and when the 
waters burst up through the man holes it seat- 
ters this filth all around over tho street, and 
makes the neighborhood decidedly uppleasant. 
Now, on my lot above the big sewer which runs 
through it, has burst five times this year, 
and my premises have been made almost un- 
endurable by the refuse poured out on them, 
rasp had to have dirt : 
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TAX RECEIVERS COMPLAIN. 


They Think They Should Have Extra Pay 
for Extra Work Done. 


Comptroller General Wright has for several 

ays been receiving letters from tax receivers 
in all parts of the state protesting against the 
act of the legislature which requires them to 
obtain agricultural and mineral statistics. 

Comptroller Wright is entirely in sympathy 
with the tax receivers, but no choice is given 
him, and he is obliged to en- 
force the law. The trouble grew 
out of the fact that it was represented that the 
State otood in great need of agricultural and 
mineral statistics. They were at loss to know 
how to obtain the information until a bill was 
introduced imposing the work on the tax re- 
hig, and making no provisions for their pay- 

ent. 

Some of the tax receivers have flatly 
refused to attend to the addi- 
tional duties, which would more than 
double their work, and others have written to 
know what would be the result of disregarding 
the order. Comptroller Wright in reply has 
advised all those who are disaffected that they 
must either compile the statisticts or resign. 
He advises them, however, to continue with 
the work, and assures them that an effort will 
be made to secure adequate payment for them 
from the next legislature.

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TENNESSEE COAL AND IRON. 


A Move on Foot to Displace Statesman 
Platt. 
From the New York Times. 

Wall street had another exemplification yester- 
day of the difficulties in the way of being a states- 
man and a financier both at once. Mr. Thomas C. 
Platt’s Tennessee coaland iron stock made this 
exhibition, nota new exhibition itis true, but 
still an exhibition which is credited with making 
some folks up in the latitude of Albany feel that, 
after all, life is only a great big green gooseberry. 

About a month ago Statesman Platt’s Tennessee 
Coal and Iron stock was buoyant and booming up 
around Sy a share; yesterday it sold at $43.50— 
less than half the price at which the statesiman’s 
tip was being gulped down by trustful friends. 
The opening price yesterday was $47.50. The 
stump of four points was made within the space 
ofa very few minutcs. Later it recovered about half 
of the drop, but it seemed to be standing on very 
shaky legs when the stock exchange closed. 

Some efforts have been made to convince a eynl- 
cal world that Mr. Platt’s political followers got 
out of their stock at very much higher prices. <A 
rood many politicians have been inclined toclaim 
a Sagacity equal to that which induced Lou Payn 
to float out of his “interest” with a forty-thou- 
sand-dollar profit, (more or less;) but the truth to 
be reported is that Mr. Payn, 
the enjoyment of his horse sense, is 
lonesome. When he was selling, most 
the rest of the receivers of the Platt tip were bny- 
ing. Some of them had a paper profit, that only 
prompted them to buy more. The stock was going 
to 150—this they had “stright from the inside.’” 
Somehow or other, however, it didn’t. And one 
result has been that Platt politicians have not 
only lost heavily by too mmch confidence in 
Thomas's tip, but some of them (not merely one or 
two of them, either,) have ‘‘gone broke.’ 

It is known that one prominent Stock Exchange 
brokerage firm was obliged to notify Statesman 
Platt three or four days ago thatit would like to 
have some of-his friends find time to call around 
with more funds. The failure to call would mean 
that the political speculative contingent must be 
“wiped out.’ This signifies not merely that paper 
profits have disappeared, but that cash putup by 
these same politicians on the asivice of their friend 
and patron, Thomas Platt, has gone glimmering, 
too. Yesterday’s four points drop showed that 
some of these politicians were either unwilling or 
unable to put up any more money. 

In one or two instances. however, itis believed 
that checks for a greater orless amount of further 
margin were forthcoming, and there are whispers, 
in fact, that certain politicians on Saturday put 
up an additional margin of 5 per cent, which car- 
ries their figures down to about 42 or 43, where 
they have stop orders, which, if reached, will 
scatter more melancholy. ‘There issome reason 
to believe that if they cared to express themselves 
frankly there are about half a dozen senators of 
the state of New York who would agree that Wall 
streetis a very wicked and, likewise, a very uncer 
tain place. 

Upon the top of this speeulative unhappiness 
Statesman Thomas C. Plattis confronted with the 
probability that he willsoon be asked to step down 
and out of the presidency of the company. One of 
the “points” upon which the Platt crowd were 
able originally to boom Tennessee coal and iron 
sky high consisted of the hysterical p@rading of a 
lot of charges and inuendoes against the former 
president of the company, John H.Inman. They 
went so far as to get a lawsuit entered upon the 
calendar of the United States circuit court. Scan- 
dalous stories and insinuations impeaching the in- 
tegrity of Mr. Inman were peddied all over Wall 
street. Then the stock was up around 8 and 90. 

One day a little while ago, however, Wall street 
heard something drop; instead of 90 the Tennessee 
Ceal quotation was 50. Then the people who had 
been loudest-mouthed in their onslaughts upon 
ex-President Inman suddenly changed their tune 
and were anxiously pleading for fayors from the 
man whom they had savagely attacked. The suit 
they had begun they stopped; and a few days ago 
the Tenessee Coal and Lron company’s board of di- 
rectors,ratifying the action of a commitee, entered 
upon its minutes a record declaring that, after 
having made a‘‘thorough investigation of the 
transactions involed and having satisfied them- 
selves that information which was assumed and 
relicd upon was accurate,” they found that “there 
is no inability by reason of the matter stated in 
in the comp!aint”’ against Mr. Inman. And fear- 
ful that Mr. Inman would put into execution a 
suggestion he had made of bringing suit against 
the company for damages, the board of directors 
entered this further explicit statement on its 
minutes: 

“This is in full withdzawal of any claim on the 
part of the complaintants by reason of the mat- 
ters inthe bill of complaint alleged, ‘the under- 
standing being -that no future. suit shail be 
brought, but that the arrangement herein made 
terminates and settles all questions and is final.” 

Uniuer the charter held by the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron company, it is said that the stockholders 
of the corporation can ‘at any time meet 
and by a majority vote, change its man- 
agement. In view of thigy fact, a movement is 
on foot in Wall street, supported by promi- 
nent southerners in the eompany, to call an early 
meeting of the stockholders and forthwith oust 
Thomas C. Platt and certain of his colleagues from 
power. When Platt and company took possession 
of the Tennessee Coal and Iron company they 
humorously voted that they wouldn’t hold any 
“annual meeting’’ for two years. It was probably 
sheer generosity that kept them from abolishing 
annual meetings altogether. But their charter 
and their stockholders seem to be alittle less 
liberal. Apparently all the Tennesse Coal and 
Iron fun is not over yet. 
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Kit Bustian Taken Home,

Woe in Wall Street. 

In New York the big bucket shops have 
about succeeded in gobbling up the little 
ones, employing the courts asa sort of di- 
gestive apparatus, This gobbling up process 
is the result of a desire on the part of the big 
bucket shops, called ‘‘exchanges,”’ to enjoy 
a@ monopoly of the bucket shop business, but 
thus far the results are not such as might 
have been expected. ‘There is still trouble 
in Wall street, and a wail goes up from that 
region to the effect that business is dull. 
The public seems suddenly to have become 
too virtuous to speculate. or else it is en- 
gaged in nursing some of the various wounds 
it has received at the hands of the honest 
men who make their headquarters in Wall 
street. 

The amiable and accomplished brokers, in 

the absence of outside victims, have been 
trying to make a living off of each other, 
and they have had a remarkably tough time. 
There are no commissions to gladden their 
hearts, and there is nothing left for them to 
do but to complain that there is a general 
dullness in ‘*business.’’ Business, it will be 
observed, is one of those elastic words that 
can be used to covera multitude of trans- 
actions. 
.. If the general public has learned enough 
of Wall street understand 
that it has no sort of chance when it comes 
to putting its money against the’ experience 
of the camblers, the lesson will be worth a 
good deal to the country at large. When 
speculation is rife in Wall street the whole 
people suffer either directly or indirectly. 
Legitimate business is at a standstill for the 
reason that capital which would otherwise 
be employed in investments is attracted to 
Wall street, and is there gobbled up sooner 
or later by the honest gamblers who hold 
Vigh carnival there. 

Worse than that, when the big bucket 
sheps are in full and profitable blast the 
farmers of the country suffer. Mr. Pills- 
busy, the largest miller in the country, says 
that the fictitious sale of grain discounts the 
price as effectually as the production of a 
surplus crop would do. If the sale of grain 
futures has this result the effect of the sale 

wf fictitious cotton bales must be to reduce 
the price of cotton. When the farmers of 
the south and west begin to appreciate this 
fact they will cause the speculators to carry 
on their business in shady places in com- 
pany with the bunko men and the faro- 
dealers,

Growing Georgia Towns.

Our Southern Pine, 

Garden and Forest, which is an ideal 
weekly of its class, sounds a warning note in 
regard to the destruction of the pine forests 
of the south. A few years ago the white 
pine supply in the north was considered in- 
exhaustible, but the increased demand, fol- 
lowing the increased consumption, has 
demonstrated that within a comparatively 
short time the immense forests on which the 
morth has depended will be entirely denuded. 
‘And yet, at the north, where the population 
is denser and more thoroughly organized, so 
to speak, there has been some definite at- 
tempt made to preserve the forests and to 
touch the pine trees with the hand of econo- 
my. In spite of this, the white pine forests 
are disappearing, and, as Garden and Forest 
says, it is only a matter of a few years when 
they will be entirely exhausted. 

Very little pressure, however, has thus 
been brought to bear on those whoare making 
way with the hard pine forests of the south. 
The arguments of the various forestry con- 
gresses that have been held appeal to the 
common sense of the public, but they have 
mot as yet penetrated into the regions where 
the damageis done. Just at present appear- 
ances would indicate that the hard pine for- 
ests are more extensive than the white pine 
forests that formerly existed at the south, 
and there is no doubt that the timber-cutters 
have several years of hard work yet before 
them. 

Nevertheless, the timber-cutters have a 
mumber of coadjutors that have never made 
their appearance in the white pine fegion. 
First and foremost among these are -to be 

-geckoned the turpentine manufaeturers, 
whose depredations are confined to the young 
trees, and who destroy each year a vast 

- amount of promising timber with very little 
profit to themselves. Those who have never 
seemthe result of the depredations of the 
turpentine men can have very little concep- 
tion of their extent. 

In addition to this destruction of the pine 
forests must be reckoned the increased de- 
mand for hard pine lumber in all parts of the 
world. The home consumption is doubling 
every few years. The saw mills are kept 


projected in all parts of the pine belt. The 
exports of haid pine lumber from the United 
States last year exceeded those of the year 
previous by about forty per cent, whiile, ac- 
cording to Garden and Forest, Great Britain 
took an excess of more than fifty per cent 
over her importations of the previous year. 

Garden and Forest, however, makes a mis- 
take when it says that the pine forests will 
not reproduce themselves. Nature seems to 
have provided for the turpentine men in this 
respect. If there were no young trees com- 
ing on the turpentine men would find but a 
small field in which to display their talents. 
The economy of nature seems to have pro- 
vided for this, but nature, unfortunately, is 
not supplemented by man. Where the pines 
are destroyed, a growth of oaks, persimmon, 
etc., takes their place. Then, when this new 
growth disappears, it is sueceeded by a new 
and vigorous crop of pines. 

Nevertheless, the time has arrived when 
the south should begin to economize her pine 
possessions. The matteris aserious one and 
should be seriously considered. The world 
cannot easily find a substitute for our -hard 
pine, and for that reason we cannot afford to 
have this unequaled building timber disap- 
pear. This is a question that should be 
taken in hand by our foresty associations. 


Bismarck and the Socialists. 

The resignation of Bismarck is the neces- 
sary result of the Emperor William's social- 
istic programme. 

The emperor fears the socialists more than 
he hatesthem, and therefore adopts their 
theories in order to gain their confidence be- 
fore he destroys them. 

Bismarck, on the other hand, was always 
frank and disdainfully open in dealing with 
his inferiors and enemies. To a_ socialist 
leader he said: ‘If your party has its way, 
life will not be worth living; if ours -is vic- 
torious, there will have to be executions, 
but they shall be conducted with politeness 
up to the last step of the seaffold.”’ 

This grim remark was thoroughly Bis- 
marckian. The man who could utter such 
words is not equal to the task of conciliating 
the socialists, while pretending to carry out 
their designs. Bismarck preferred to resign 
and be honest, rather than remain next to 
the throne in the role of a cheat. 


Phosphate in Georgia. 

The discovery of phosphate in Florida has 
attracted thousands to that state, and has 
done more toward bringing capital into it 
than all its other interests combined. Many 
of the South Carolina phosphate men have 
abandoned the dredgidg of the well-worked 
river there and have invested their 
wealth in Florida. 

Not to. be behindhand in the phosphate or 
any other business, Georgia has fallen into 
line and will probably unearth a boom in 
bones before many months have rolled away. 
The editor of the Brunswick Times has al- 
ready informed us of valuable phosphate de- 
posits in lis cellar, and there are other evi- 
dences that many of the animals that were 
drowned in the flood lie buried in the 
marshes of Brunswick. 

And this is not all. The purchasers of 
the Okefeenokee swamp are almost con- 
vinced that they will find valuable phosphate 
material in its gloomy fastnesses, and they 
are going to dig for it in all confidence. If 
they are successful they will make millions, 
not only for themselves, but the whole state 
will be greatly benefitted. 

What a boom there will be in Georgia if 
she strikes phosphate! Added to her coal 
and iron interests it will make her the envied 
and admired of all the states in the union, 
as well as the richest. ‘‘Let the good work

Labor in Europe. 

The international labor conference called 
by the Emperor William may discuss the 
rates of wages, the length of a working day, 
and the cost of living until the crack of 
doom without any beneficial results. 

Platforms and resolutions and tons of 
good advice willdo European labor no good 
until the oppressive and expensive systems 
of government in the old world give place to 
republics, run in the interests of the people. 
With immense standing armies, expensive 
navies, magnificent courts and royal families 
to be provided for, to say nothing of a use- 
less gang of dukes and lords and marquises, 
the people are bound to suffer, or, in other 
words, labor will not have a fighting chance. 

The ruling classes in the European mon- 
archies have no sympathy with labor. They 
never concede anything -to the working 
masses until they are frightened into mak- 
ing a show of justice. Itis almost as bad 
in republican France, because the unfavora- 


-ble surroundings of that country make it 


necessary to support a costly military estab- 
lishment. 

It is quite likely that some of the leaders 
in the labor conference will recognize the 
difficulties of the situation, and urged on by 
despair will sound the rallying cry of social- 
ism or anarchy. This council of wage- 
workers is simply a weak device of the ene- 
mies of labor to amuse and interest the 
masses. If it subordinates everything to 
the interests of peace it will benfit nobody, 
but if it turns itself loose the outcome may 
be as disastrous to kings and nobles as the 
work of a popular convention called about 
a century ago by an unfortunate French 
king. 

In these days it is dangerous for the op- 
pressors of labor to call laborers together to 
discuss their grievances.

WHAT ATLANTIANS TALK ABOUT. 


Of course everybody who has read the for- 
eign dispatches is talking about the resignation 
of Bismarck and the possible effect upon 
Germany and the rest of the world. And, of 
course, too, everybody is as much at sea as the 
newspapers themselves. 

“The newspapers make one big mistake in 
speaking of the emperor,’ said one of Atlanta’s 
most prominent German-Americans, ‘They 
seem to think he is little more than 
an American ward politician. There 
is a vast difference. William 
is emperor of Germany. He has no need of 
political capital, he has no need of notoriety. 
Whatever he does is done, you may depend 
upon it, solely with a view to furthering the 
interests of his people. Itis so in his move- 
ment in behalf of the laborers. He saw that 
the people of the mines are not treated as they 
should be treated, and he says ‘‘there must be 
something © wrong here.”’ 
takes what he believes to be 
the proper steps to bring about 
a betterment of their condition. We may not 
ali agree with him, but we must give him the 
credit of being sincere. We must not forget 
that he is emperor which, believe me, is some- 
thing more than ward politician. And he is 
not ‘playing,’ as they say, for notoriety.’’

Of the causes which led to Bismarck’s 
resignation, this citizen _ said; af | 
don’t pretend to know any more 
about it than you. Reading the newspaper 
reports you find a variety of reasons given, 
and with the reader itis a sort of pay-your- 
money-and-take-your-choice situation. Doubt- 
less a good many reasons could be given, but 
if I were asked to choose IF would say it is sim- 
ply because one is an old man, the other is a 
young man. The immediate cause may have 
been the Guelph fund controversy, it may 
have been the abolishing of the presidency of 
the Prussian ministry, or it may have been 
something entirely foreign to both of these 
controversies; but the reason back of it all is 
the difference in age of the two principal 
figures, and the difference of ideas which 
comes with the difference of age.”’ 


The possible effect upon Germany and upon 
Europe is the feature most talked about. It 
is safe to say that even the closest students of 
contemporary European history did not expect 
to have the stir-up in European affairs 
come from that source. The resignation of 
Prince Bismarck, the laying-down of the 
sway which he has held since 1863, was about 
the last thing that was looked for. 

“Yet I do not think any evil results need be 
feared,’’ continued the above-quoted citizen. 
‘‘When I read the first announcement to my 
family at the breakfast table, we could talk of 
nothing else for half an hour, Then we settled 
down, and everything moved along just as 
usual. I suppose it was the same 
way with thousands of families throughout 
Germany and Europe. Every German has an 
abiding faith in the stability of the government 
which even the resignation of Bismarck can- 
not shake.” 

‘“‘What of Count Von Caprivi ?”’ 

“Of the new minister I can tell you but lit- 
tle, but the fact that he has been selected is a 
sufficient waranty for his worth. He 
is a general in the army. This 
means, doubtless, that he went into the 
army when a youth; that he proved 
himself efficient as a lieutenant, then as a cap- 
tain, then major, colonel and general. The 
emperor has chosen him from among all his 
fellows to be chancellor, and the emperor 
doubtless knows his worth. So you see there 
need be no great commotion about the 


change. a x 


But there is a decided commotion, and there 
are many who do not agree with this 
optimistic view of the situation. Americans 
generally haven’t the greatest faith in the 
young emperor, but it is possible that they are 
mistaken in the man. A young man of thirty, 
with all the power that is his, may succeed in 
making a decided stir in the world.

Mayor Glenn Wants to Buy. 

Mavor Glenn favors the purehase of the 
build: c, and is enthusiastic in his advocacy 
of it. 

“f foel certain that the people will vote for 
the vurchase,”’ he said yesterday.

Ss: ance agents, architects, and almost every 
cti:er branch of business, 

‘‘As [Lsaid, the chamber of commerce is a 
pulicc institution, doing a good work for the 
city, and paying rental to it, the 
city is really fostering its own best interest. 
And then the rent paid is low, the total amount 
per year for the entire building, except the 
secretary of the chamber of commerce cftice, 
being but $2,875. The amount the city pays 
for the building ts $4,600, whichis reduced to 
$2,875 by $1,050 received by the city from the 
sub-leaso to the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship association, and by $075 actually paid the 
cily for taxes. 

‘‘So you see that is not so much to pay for a 
building like the chamber of commerce, even 
to the use of the chamber hall itself, $2,875, a 
year.”’ 

“But are the city records safe in the build- 
ing?’ It is urged they are not. 

“Thecity has paid considerable money out 
for iron safes for the protection of the recordt 
and papers, and it is presumed _ thas 
they are there and are amply 
sufficient for the requirements. 
Buppesed to give the protection for 
which they were bought. But Idon’t say the 
city should not have a new building for a city 
hall. lam willing to vote forit, provided it 
is Wanted, that is, Lam willing to issue bonds 
to build a city hall, hut am not willing to in- 
vest money in an old one. 

“Mr. $. M. Inuyan offers tovrent us a Dbnild- 
ing for the same amecunt of money.

Hon. James W. English is one of the warm- 
est advocates of the purchase of the old state 
house by the city Atlanta has. 
And he is ready to help the city pecuniarily. 
Than Captain English there is no one better 
posted as to Atlanta’s needs and condition. As 
mayor of the city he gave the situation a care- 
ful study, and since he retired from the office 


he has kept along with the advancement, 

The captain is now confined to his residence 
and has been quite ill. The purchase of the 
state house was sprung upon the pub- 
lic since his illness . began, but 
at his home he has watched the 
developments closely, From the incep- 
tion he has favored the deal, and yesterday 
showed his faith in it by a proposition to Hon. 
Albert Howell, chairman of the committee on 
public buildings and grounds. During the day 
the captain sent for Mr. Howell, and when the 
alderman called at the English residence he 
was shown into the sick room. The captain 
Was in bed, but held out his hand, saying: 

“Mr. Howell, I have sent for you for two 
reasons. First, I want to congratulate you for 
the good work you have done for the city in 
trying to secure the old state house for a city 
hall. I have watched it ali closely 
through the papers, and [I say 
to you now that you have done exactly 
right.” 

Mr. Howell thanked the captain for his 
words of indorsement. 

“And I want to say too,”’ went on the cap- 
tain, “‘thatif Atlanta wants any part of that 
$65,000 or all ofit she can get it. Yes,if she 
wants the $125,000 I know where the money 
can be had by the first of April. I am 
strongly in favor of the purchase and Atlanta 
need not stand back on account of money.”’ 

That is the way Captain English stands on 
the purchase. 

A Diversity of Opinion.

The Provisions of the Act Must be Carried Out 
to the Letter. 

Colonei Albert Howell, representing the city 
of Atlanta, and Mr. Joel Hurt, the bidder 
to whom the old capitol was knocked off, were 
at the executive department yesterday and 
held a conference with the governor in refer- 
ence to the sale of the old capitol, the condi- 
tions of the sale and when these conditions 
should be comptied with. 

The governor was frank and candid with his 
visitors. He stated that he expected strictly 
to follow the act of the legislature and the 
terms of the sale stated in that act, in his 
advertisement and in the statements made by 
his auctioneer on the ground at the time of the 
sale. 

By doing this, he explained that he must re- 
quire one-half of the purchase money paid in 
cash within ten days from the date of the sale, 
and he could not entertain any proposition that 
looked to his waiting on the purchaser, or any 
parties to whom the purchasers’ hid had been 
transferred for a longer period than ten days. 
Ile claimed that he had no discretion to give 
sucb a credit. He would, however, take the 
whole sum bid in ten days or sooner, if it were 
protiered him. 

When questioned concerning,. the rumors 
that the sale would be repudiated, the governor 
said that the state could not be responsible for 
all the newspaper reports, and with the lights 
at present before him, he intended to carry out 
the sale if its conditions were complied with 
by the purchaser. 

‘He reserved, however, the right to take 
whatever action he might think best if it ap- 
peared by later developments that any precon- 
certed action had been taken to discourage 
bidders at the time of the sale. He also stated 
that he trad no reason to believe that such de- 
velopments would be made, and he expected 
to close the sale during the next few days.

This will put THR Con- 
BTITUTION in Birmingham at about 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon, where it now gets there at 
B:30 at night. 

Not only this, but this morning train opens 
up a new route to Birmingham, which will no 
doubt become a very popular one, and will de- 
prive the Georgia Pacitic of the monopoly that 
it now holds in the Birminghain business. 
Under existing schedules, all passengers arriv- 
ing in Atlanta after 10 o’clock at night must 
stay here until 1:30 o’clock next day, if they 
want to go to Birmingham, — there 
being no morning train on the 
Georgia Pacific. Under the new schedule 
of the Atlanta and West Point road, passen- 
gers for Birmingham can leave Atlanta over 
that road in the morning, and arrive in Brr- 
mingham by about 3 o'clock in the evening, 
making connection a Opelika with the Bruns- 
wick and Western for Birmingham.

The North and South Surveying Corp. 

Guyton, Ga., March 20.—{Special.]—The 
surveying corps of the North and South Short 
line, Which began work at Ku-klux Ferry, on 
the Savannah river, last week, is now en- 
camped at Guyton.

HE TELLS WHY HE WAS INSTITUTED 
THAT SUIT. 


He Wants $200,000 from the E. T. V.& G. 
and Writes te The Constitution Ex- 
plaining Why. 


“I will proceed against the railroad in the 
United States court just as near the beautiful 
orange groves of southern @alifornia a8 possi- 
b'¢,”’ says Mr. Arthur G. Newton, the disap- 
pointed bidder for the Okefeenokee swamp 
property, who will sue the East Tennessee 
railroad. 

Mr. Newton writes to Tue CONSTITUTION, 
giving in full the story of his experience at 
Jesup. 

“I went to the Okefeenokee swamp,” he 
says, ‘and made a careful examination of the 
property. Before that, I had talked 
at length with Mr. E. Y. eer ene 
editor of THE ConstrtTuTIon in 1875, Ww 
organized the party to explore Okefeenokee 
swamp. 

“After an examination of theproperty, I 
started back to Atlanta. At Jesup my train 
stopped before it got within two hundred and 
fifty feet of the depot. I got off, carrying my 
hand baggage to the depot. Iasked for the 
agent, who was pointed out to me, and asked 
him about the Atlanta train. He pointed 
out the East Ténnessee train, which 
was standing then on _ the other 
side of the train I had just left. I then asked 
if it would not stop in front of the depot as it 
passed. He said it would. I asked for the 
operator and inquired the rate on an eighty- 
word message. He started in to look up the 
rate, and just then the train started. 

“I picked up my baggage and tried to get on 
the train, but could not. The train did not 
stop nor slack up in the least in front 
of the depot, and from the time 
I made inquiry at the depot for 
the Atlanta train, it was not possibile to get to 
this train before it got under motion and dan- 
gerous to attempt to get on. 

‘I then immediately informed Superinten- 
dent E. H. Barnes of the situation, but he re- 
fused to try to put mein Atlanta. Then I 
wrote a notice, (of which I have press copy) 
and served it on him in the courtroom in which 
I stated that I should hold his com- 
pany in $200,000 damages unless he put 
me in Atlanta by 8 o’clock in the 
morning, which he refused todo. Therefore, 
it was impossible for me to reach Atlanta in 
time to put in-a bid for the Okefeenokee 
swamp.”’ 

Mr. Newton gives Los Angeles, California, 
as his home and winds up his letter with the 
statement that he willinstitute his suit against 
the railroad there.

The Memorial Day Committee Publishes the 
Oficial Programme for April 25th, 26th.

help by publishing free of charge this notice. 

' We state the following as the plan and pro- 
pramme, whieh, as far as Can now be determined, 
is correet: 

Atlanta cannot be expected to banquet, or feast, 
or entertain All the honored guests who wiil prob- 
ably be within her limits on this occasion. It is 
expected, however, that many of the oid soldiers 
visiting the city will find here personal friends, at 
whose houses they will be expected to stay, and 
that on the evening of the 26th many of our homes 
will be thrown. open fer a general reception. 

A rate of one fare from all 
points south of the Potomac and 
Chio and east of the Mississippi, between the 
dates of the 24th and 28th of April. 

Many general officers have acccpted an invita- 
tion to be here, and others can be reasonably ex- 
pected, who cannot tell at this date positively, 
and the oid soldicrs may expect to meet of their 
old commanders the following: 

General Joseph E. Johnston. 

General Beauregard. 

General Longstreet. 

Gordon, Lawton, Colquitt, Hampton, Butler, 
Rosser, Young, Tige Anderson, Sorrell, R. J. Hen- 
derson, and many others. 

An encampment of two hundred and fifty wall 
tents, able to accommodate easily four men each, 
will be pitehed on Thursday, the 23d, in or near 
Grant’s park, on the line ef the Metropolitan 
dummy Line, whieh line is expected to be ex- 
tended by the 26th, to the Confederate Veterans’ 
Home. 

This encampment will be under the command of 
Genéral Robert J. Henderson, and Dr. Charles 
D’Alvigny is chairman of the special committee in 
charge of the encampment, to whom all communi- 
cations from companies of confederates asking 
for tent room or other information, ought to be 
directed. 

It is to be hoped that wherever as many as twen- 
iy-five old confederates can get together they will 
do so, elect a commanding officer, apply for tent 
room, and report to Geneial Hendersen on their 
arrival.

An Interesting Industry—Jugs for Liquor 
and Vases for the Ladies—An Old Trade 
Survives. 


Atnany, Ga., March 20.—[Special.]—An in- 
teresting industry here is that of the Albany 
pottery. Itis economically managed and is a 
remunerative industry. To see the lumps of 
clay gradually assuming shape under the skill- 
ful hands of the potter, until some pretty flower 
pot is produced, is a never-ending source of in- 
terest to visitors. One day will be devoted to 
the manufacturo of such ware, another 
to jars, another to churns and 
many to jug making. The latter 
filled with Albany liquor, find their way 
to ail the prohibition counties in south Geor- 
gia. Occasionally, when there is a_ special 
culture boom here, such as an art and floral 
fair or a session of the Georgia Chautauqua, 
the deft fingers of the potter turns out pretty 
vases in antique shapes, such as the Pompeii- 
an, with its bulb-like vase and cylindrical 
neck, the flat pilgrim vase, the etruscan, and 
many other cuts and ancient designs. These 
in turn are decorated by the fair hands of the 
ladies, and made into things of beauty. 

it is queer to see how the 
stoneware is made. Great barrels of dry mud 
are brought all the way from Albany, New 
York. This mud isthe precipitate of the 
Hudson river, and is dredged up from the 
bottom of this lovely stream. The jars and 
jugs are coated with it. They then havea 
pretty bluish tinge which change by the in- 
tense white heat of the furnace into the shin- 
ing and glossy darkness of the common jug.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, March 20.--The stock market was 
intensely duil throughout the day. There was, 
during the greater portion of the day, a drooping 
tendency in the general list, though no impres- 
gion was made upon prices except where the bears 
were testing, andthat toa very limited extent. 
There was very little in the general list today, but 
some selling of Union Pacific was done, and no 
appeared for the stock from 
the Boston people, though it yielded 
only Slightly. Missouri Pacific was 
also pressed for sale and shared off toa slight ex- 
tent, while of the other Gould shares Western 
Union alone showed the only life and that was 
weak and losing nearly one percent, after selling 
ex-dividend. Sugar refineries was a special 
feature and moved up at first on expectation that 
permission to declare dividends would be granted 
this morning but when the decision was res @ved 
it again fell away. Later, however, the belief that 
this has been the understanding between 
the North river refinery people and officers of the 
trust and that all opposition has been withdrawn, 
led to an improvement, and stock closed at last 
night’s figures. In the regular list, only Tennes- 
see Coal and Wheeling and Lake Erie stocks 
showed any real strength, and the first named 
moved up from 51 to 5444, the rumor being that 
the Brice-Thomas party had acquired a large 
block of the stock, and that the late depression 
has been for the purpose of accumulating stock. 
Wheeling and Lake Erie preferred rose 2% per 
cent, and reacted 134%, but closed with a material 
improveinent. The market finally closed dull and 
steady, at significant changes for a great majority 
of the list, the only important differences being 
advances of 2% in Tennessee Coal and 1% in 
Wheeling and Lake Erie preferred, and a loss of 
1% in Colorado Coal. Sales aggregated 90,000 
shares.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, March 20—W heat—Trading large, and 
the market at times excited. A prominent local 
trader was a heavy buyer, and it is claimed must 
have added largely to his holdings. Shorts cov- 
ered freely, and a prominent floor operator bought 
in a long line which caused a sharp spurt in the 
market, and helped to carry prices to the outside 
point. There was good buying on outside account. 
The market opened 4,@%c lower than yesterday’s 
closing, which were the lowest figures of the day, 
quickly developing strength under active buying, 
which carried prices up Ii'jc for May, and then 
eased off 44c, ruled steady and closed about 5c 
higher than yesterday. Interest centered in May 
delivery, and the advance was more marked fou 
this future than for July, while June followed 
pretty closely the advance for May. The influ- 
ences which assisted to bring about the sharp ad- 
vance were large clearances of flour from the sea- 
board ports, and predictions that loadings of wheat 
will be large soon. The movement of winter wheat 
in the interior points from first hands is reported 
light, and winter wheat millers froin several sec- 
tions write that they have great difficulty in get- 
ting wheat to keep their mills running. Advices 
front California report rain. Crop news continue 
to be contradictory, and most reports continue to 
note damage from winter killing. 

Corn was fairly active and firmer, very fair in- 
quiry existing for May and July from commission 
houses, and as offerings were not large, the loca! 
crowd being mostly sellers, prices were advanced. 
The market opened at about the closing prices of 
yesterday, was firm and gradually advanced 
14@%,c, became quiet and inactive, changed but 
little, and closed 4.@ 4c better than yesterday. 

Oats—There was decided increase in the trading 
in this market, and during most of the session an 
excited feeling existed, and prices fluctuated 
sharply. The recent slowness in the market in- 
duced heavy short selling for May delivery, and 
the market became oversold. Light arrivals and 
small stocks here created considerable uneasiness 
among the bears, and an attempt to cover resulted 
in a material increase in the volume of trading, 
and an increase of 34c in prices. 

Pork—Trading was only moderateyand the feel- 
ing was rather steady. Opening sales were made 
at 5c decline, but a little inquiry from the short 
interest caused an advance of 74,@10c. Later, of- 
ferings were slightly increased, local manufactu- 
rers selling about 5,000 bbls, and prices receded
